‘Other decades have 
spawned evangelistic move- 
ments, such as Aimee Semple 
McPherson's Foursquare Gospel 
church. 


These movements — spring 
from the social fabric of the 
times. It is therefore not sur- 
prising that the 1960s, with its 
emphasis on changing moral 
standards and scientific ad- 
vances, should have given birth 
to such a movement as the 
League for Spiritual Discovery. 


The pseudo-scientific claims 
of this alleged new religion 
have been overshadowed by the 
controversy generated by its 
founder's piomotion of the 
drug LSD — hence the initials 
of his “church,” the League for 
Soiritual Discovery. 


High priest of the League is 
46-year-old, ex-Catholic, ex-Har- 
vard psychology professor, Dr. 
Timothy Leary. 


Leary, who won his first cx- 
posure in Canada on a TV pan- 
cl show, was fired from Har- 
vard three years ago for giving 
LSD, an hallucinatory drug, to 
his students. He was sentenced 
to 30 years imprisonment re- 
cently for smuggling marijuana 
into the U.S. from Mexico, but 
the conviction is under appeal. 


To understand Leary and 
LSD, one must recegnize that 
Leary has no divine interests in 
this drug, either in its discov- 
ery or its marketing. 


Lysergic acid can be manu- 
facture simply from cereal 
fungus and common chemicals. 
A drop on a sugar cube is said 
to be able to send one into an 
indescribable “min d-expand- 
ing” experience that can under 
certain circumstances, cure a 
variety of neurotic and mental 
illnesses. 


But it can also, apparenily. 
¢cause insanity, 

LSD has been used on a lim. 
ited basis in psychiatric wards 
in both Canada and the US.

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HUNTERS ASKED 
TO SUBMIT 
HUNTING REPORTS

The cult.of LSD has spawned 
its own jargon, with its takers 
known as “acid heads.” A 
whole paraphernalia of ritual, 
colored fights, and dance has 


‘accompanied the LSD fad. 


The abuses of LSD have led 
authorities in Canada and the 
U.S. to advocate application of 
the same laws to LSD as con- 
trol such drugs as heroin. It is 
possible that unauthorized use 
of LSD will be made a criminal’ 
offense during the present ses. 
sion of Canada’s Parliament. 


Because LSD, like marijuana, 
is said‘to be NOT habit-form- 
ing, there will be strong op- 
position to such a sweeping 
law. More important, it would 
be tragic if Canada blindly out- 
lawed a drug which, when used 
under proper controls, holds a 
great promise in the treatment 
of mental illness. 


But any advances made in 
this field will not be credited to 
Timothy Leary and his so- 
called new religion. 


Leary claims to have recruit- 
ed about 400 members, mostly 
in the New York .area, and 
hopes to obtain legal permis- 
sion for members of his sect to 
use LSD. He justifies chemical- 
ly-induced hallucination as a 
religious tool on the grounds 
that LSD gives people the kind 
of mystical experience the an- 
cients gained from their forms 
of ritual and worship, 


But there is a fatal flaw in 
the Leary testament. It appeals 
to the lost and the misdirected 

.. the people who are seeking 
a fulfillment in themselves 
which they have been unable to 
find in society. Escape into 
mysticism has never. -before 
{turned up any useful guide to 
finding happiness on this earth, 
It is not lik¢ly to do so now, 


ging any waterfowl or game.

EXPECTED TO RAISE 


NEAR FUTURE 


Canadian commercial printing com- 
panies probably will raise their prices 
during the next few weeks. 

David MacLellan, general manager 
of the Graphic Arts Industries 
Association, national organization of 
the printing industry, said in a re- 
cent interview that the majority of 
printing compenies cannot afford to 
absorb the recent 4 per cent increase 
in Canadian pever prices. Mr. Mac- 
Lellan's organization represents 3,000 
Canadian companies in the job print- 
ing and graphic arts field. 

“This is {the third time in the past 
17 months what there has been a sub- 
stantial increase in the price of 
paper.” Mr. MacLellan said, “While 
Canadian printing companies operate 
efficiently, they have small profit 
margins and consequently they have 
little room to manoeuvre when they 
lare faced with continuous increases in 
\paper prices, wages and municipal 
taxes.” 

Mr. MacLellan atressed that any 
decision to increase prices will be 
made individually by the printing 
companies. The printing industry as a 
whole cannot decide lo raise prices as 
this could be construed as an offense 
under the Combines Act. 

“It ia an individual decision, but 
there seems little doubt that moat 
Canadian printing firms will have to 
impose modest increases,” Mr. Mac- 
Lellan said. “This latest rise in the 
price of paper leaves no alternative.”

WEEKLY REPORT 


The deer hunting season is half 
gone and the accident rate across the 
Province appears to be high. Reports 
are received daily of wounded and 


killed hunters, 

" In the Madoc Detachment area one 
hunter was shot in the arm in a freak 
accident. Arnold Bland, age 47, of 
Brampton, Ont., was treated at Ban- 
croft Hospital and then taken to 
Civic Hospital, Peterborough, when a 
rifle lying ,on the ground was dis- 
charged by an excited hound. 

Each week sees a growing number 
of reports of cottages broken into or 
damaged. If you are locking your 
cottage for the season try to remove 
the temptation of theft. If thieves are 
intent on breaking in, it is impossible 
'to keep them out. Remove your out- 
[boar motor, portable radios, rifles, 
liquor, and fishing tackle. These items 
por easily stolen, are just as easily 
disposed of and return a reasonably 
high profit. | 

If at all possible, have a local per- 
son check your cottage during the 
winter season. 

Of the thirty-one occurrences in- 
vestigated during the week, there 
were four reports of breaking and 
entering and five disturbances. Of the 
seventeen varied occurrences, three 
re wilfull damage and two re- 
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ports of lost hunters. Both hunters 
were found suffering no ill-effects. 

Eleven accidents were investigated 
during the week, seven resulting in 
property damage and four injury 
accidents with eight persons. injured. 
It is interesting to note that of the 
four accidents involving injury only 
one could be remotely connected to 
adverse weather in spite of the week 
of wet weather experienced.

What is a layman, anyway? 
The clerical definition is: “One 
not in holy orders.” The world- 
ly definition is, “One who is 
not an expert.” I was’ fully 
qualified, A clear case of the. 
blind Jeading those with 20-20 
vision, 

Let's have a look at the typi- 
cal layman. Usually, he’s an or- 
dinary soul, a bit baffled by the 
trials of the twentieth century: 
kids, wife, job and society. 

The kids are expected to 

bloom like roses, but they inev- 
itably have thorns. The wife is 
supposed to be a gentle, for- 
bearing creature, a good mom 
and a faithful help-mate. Too 
often, she is an old harpy. 

The job is supposed to be a 

’ vyoeation, of which the layman 
is proud because of his particu- 
lar skills. Too often it is 
fraught with terrible tensions. 
Society. is supposed to be a 
well-oiled machine which en- 
ables him to live. with grace, 
ease and dignity. Too often, he 
finds the only way he can stand 
the machine is to keep himself 
well-oiled. <

have. to be religious. They

But final approval is a fore- 
gone conclusion, according to 
Ottawa observers, because all 
parties know that in 1966, more 
than 20 years after World War 
II, there's little military spirit 
among Canadian voters. 


The ranks of retired veterans 
who make up such anti-integra- 
tion groups as the Tri-Services 
Jdentities Organization (TRIO), 
consist mainly of u small clique 
of armchair enthusiasts who 
have little influence with the 
voters. 


Canadians recognize that this 
country could not under any 
circumstances .mount a mean- 
ingful military force in the nu- 
clear age. There is therefore no 
great pressure to maintain 
armed forces traditions in the 
face of the realities of the. 
atomic age. 


While the U.S. has main- 
tained a huge defense force, 
engaged in military actions 
ranging from Korea to Vietnam 
and the Dominican Republic, 
the Canadian military appara- 
tus has been siowiy withering 
away under both Conservative 
and Liberal governments. 


And with it has gone that 
special status which the armed 
forces holds in couniries that 
maintain huge defense estab 
lishments. 

Canadians were justifiably 
proud Of the exploits of Cana- 
dian serviceren in World War 
Il. For the first time i our his- 
tory, a gratetul nation aceorded 
honor and material reward on 
our returning veterics. 


But ail of that was a Very 
long time ago. ‘Vo the one-half 
of Canadians now under 25, to

And while the old Army 
ranks willbe applied to all men 
-and officers, regimental titles, 
ceremonial dress and other dis- 
tinctive features will be main- 
tained at the unit level. 


Nor will the Hellyer resrgan- 
ization save the country any 
money. Up to 25 per cent. of 
the federal government's budg-. 
et (your tax dollars and mine) 
will continue to go into the de- 
fense establishment. 


The debate over armed 
forces Unification, rather than 
encouraging the country ‘to 
{ake a realistic look at Canada’s 
defense posture, actually serves 
to ensure that Canadians will 
go along with the pretense of 
defending an indefensible 
country. 


Those who run the nations’ 
military apparatus, and sect 
Canada’s international diplo- 
matic policies, know that our 
armed forces are neither suffi- 
ciently large to deter an ag- 
gressor, nor modern enough to 
turn back an attack. 


Our’ Starfighter tactical 
bombers in Europe are vulner- 
able to missile attack before 
they could get off the ground, 
and our Bomare missile bases 
at home could bring down only 
bombers — and the age of the 
bomber has passed. 


American nuclear missiles 
remain as Canada’s only de- 
fense. The Canadian armed 
forees are but a token gesture 
to North American defense, 
without any real value in either 
a military or diplomatic sense. 


Unless a United Nations role 
can someday be worked out for 
Canadian forces, they will re- 
main a costly and meaningless 
bit of nonsense.

Checking the accident map shows 
that approximately 25 motor vehicle 
accidents have occurred at intersec- 
tions when one vehicle making a left 
turn collided. with another which was 
attempting to pass. Section 72(b) of 
the Highway Traffic Act of Ontario 
clearly states “No vehicle shall be 
driven or operated left of center of a 
roadway when approaching within 100 
feet or traversing any intersection.’ 

tt \s true that the driver making 
the turn must signal his intention to 
turn but the driver of the vehicle 
doing the passing is just as much, if 
not more, in the wrong. Frequently 
accidents of the type result in 
charges laid against both drivers. 

A 50-50 settlement may be alright 
if it involves $100.00 property damage 
but it may be small consolation to 
know that the other driver was in the 
wrong as well as you, if the resulting 
accident involves the loss of life.

standing coins whether they are rare 
or common, 

I believe that we should learn some- 
thing of our own coins first, how and 
where they were minted, 

Most collectors begin their Cana- 
dian collections starting with the year 
1258. This is the date when 4 
“decimal” coinage based on the dollar 
value of 100. cents. These first coins 
were coins of the Province of Canada. 
It is the year when sizeable shipments 
of big bronze cents, and silver 5-cents, 
10-cents and 20-cent pieces arrived 
from the London Tower's Mint to set 
the. style for what was to be Dominion 
of Canada coinage. These shipments 
of 1858 coinage, supplemented by nine 
million additional cents dated 1859, 
proved sufficient to meet the needs of 


‘the Colony until after Confederation 


(1867), and the first coins of the 
federal union, the 1870 strikings, re- 
ained the characteristics of the 1858 
provincial issue. The silver “fifth” 
(20 cent piece) Was dropped, and re- 
placed by the 25 cents, and the big 
50-cent piece. 

Earlier Canadian money consisted 
largely of private copper’ Tokens and 
British and foreign silver and gold, 
supplemented at times by private 


serip and by the paper money of 98.
